comprises multiple fining yams. 

14. (Previously added) The combination according to daim 11, wherein the 
base fillings traverse in opposing mirror-image relation to one another and the pattem 
fillings traverse in opposing mirror-image relation to one another. 

15. (Previously added) The combination according to claim 14, wherein the 
pattem fillings form a diamond pattem. 
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
